of  the  pound-keeper  to  cauf»e  to  be  advor^jeed  in  some  newspaper  in  the  town  of 
London,  the  description,  color,  and  all  particular  marks  of  snid  animal,  and  tile 
cost  of  said  advertisement  shall  bo  charged  against  the  animal,  and  collected  with 
other  Qxpensos.  These  charges  and  expenses  to  bo  considered  part  of  tho  expenses 
of  impounding,  and  to  be  made  accordingly,  and  that  fence-viewers  on  all  other 
occasions,  shall  be  paid  five  sliillings  per  day,  or,  for  half  a  day,  two  shillings  and 
sixpence,  currency.

BY-LAW  No.  73.  To  raise  tho  sum  of  two  thousand  five  hundred  sand  sixty- 
six  pounds,  two  ahllings  and  elovenponce,  over  and  above  tho  available  balance 
from  last  year,  for.  certain  purposes:  passed,  July  11,  1854. 

Whereas  it  is  expedient  and  necessary  to  raise  the  sum  of 
i)2,566  2s.  lid.,  by  tax  on  the  rateable  and  assessed  property 
of  the  Township  of  London,  over  and  above  the  available 
balance  from  last  year,  for  the  following  purposes,  namely:  for 
the  county  rates,  £2123  15s. ;  for  the  Lunatic  Asylum,  «£95  ; 
to  meet  the  Debenture  Mling  due  on  Blackfriar's  Bridge,' 
.£134  10s.;  for  common  Schools,  £161  7s.v2d;  for  the  im- 
provement of  Roads  and  Bridges,  £450;  and  £261  10s.  9d. 
for  salaries  and  incidental  expenses  ;  and  whereas  the  whole 
rateable  and  assessed  property  of  the  said  Township,  appears 
to  be  £379,000,  upori*which  an  assessment  of  one  penny  and 
five-eighths  would  raise  the  requisite  amount. 

Be  it  therefore  enacted,  by  the  authority  of  the  Municipal  Council  of  the  Town- 
ship of  London,  in  Council  assembled,  under  and  by  virtue  of  tho  Municipal  Cor- 
porations'Act  of  1849,  that  there  shall  bo  levied,  raised  and  collected,  the  said 
sum  of  two  thousand  five  hundred;  and  sixty-six  pounds,  two  shillings  and  eleven- 
pence, in  order,  with  the  available  balance  from  last  year,  to  meet  the  expendituio 
above-mentioned,  and  that  the  towhship  Clerk  is  hereby  authorised  to  place  the 
said  sura  of  ;ft2666  28.  lid  ,  on  tho  Collector's  Roll,  for  tne present  year,  placing 
opposite  to  each  person's  name  thereon,  the  proportion  of  the  said  sum  of  £2586 
29.  lid.,  which  he,  she,  or  they,  is,  or  are  to  pay,  at  the  rate  of  one  penny  and  five- 
eighths  in  the  pound,  on  tho  amount  for  which  such  person  or  persons  isS,  or  are 
assessed,  f«r  the  present  year.  .

Towf, 
Nhip  of  London,  that  from  and  al'tor  the  pa.ssirig  of  this  by  law.  it  shall  not  bit 
lawful  for  any  porfwjn  to  open  or  keep  any  booth,  or  lent,  ("or  tho  piirposo  abovo- 
nRnfionwi,  within  the  limits  of  tho  township  af<.r«i«ai<l,  without  havin.»  fir.-t 
rm'ived  a  permit  from  tho  township  Clerk,  or  the  Councillor  ufllie  ward  in"vhich 
ftiich  booth  or  tent  shall  be  opened. 

X\\k\  bo  it  further  enacted,  that  any  person  or  persons  who  may  own  or  keep 
such  liooth  or  tt/nl,  fr»r  th<!  purposi's  aliovo-tnentioned,  ^hnll  pay  a  LicenKc  of  ten 
shillings,  currency,  per  day,  to  be  paid  to  the  partios  wlm  may  gran*  such  {.ermit. 

And  be  it  further  enacted,  that  any  l«erson  or  persons  violating  any  of  tho 
provisions  of  this  by-law,  shall  be  subject  to  a  iino  or  imprisonment,  in  the  sum 
not  exc^jeding  five  pounds,  currency,  exdlnsive  of  costs,  and  in  default  of  payment, 
to  bo  imprisoned  for  a  period  not  exceeding  thirty  days,  or  less  than  one  week, 
for  siidi  ud'cnco.

Whereas  it  is  expedient  and  necessary  to  prevent,  restrain, 
and  regulate  exhibitions  of  wax  figures,  wild  animals,  puppet 
sliows,  wire,  dancing,  circus  riding,  which  mountebanks  and 
jugglers  usually  exhibit,  within  the  township  of  London. 

Be  it  therefore  enacted,  by  authority  of  the  Municipal  Council  of  the  Township 
ot  London,  that  from  and  after  the  passing  of  this  by-law,  it  shall  not  be  lawful 
tor  any  person  or  persons  to  exhibit  any  hippodrome,  menagerie,  or  circus, 
without  a  license  from  the  township  Clerk,  or  Reeve  of  the  township,  aforesaid, 
and  that  any  party  exhibiting  any  of  tho  above  within  the  township,  shall  pay  for 
said  license  five  pounds,  currency. 

And  be  it  further  enacted,  that  any  person  or  persons  exhibiting  any  wax 
figures,  wild  animals,  puj.pet  shows,  wire  dancing,  and  such  like,  shall  pay  a  license 
01  one  pound,  curreucy. 

And  be  it  further  enacted,  that  any,  or  all  ofJendejf  under  the  provisions  of 
this  by-law,  shall  be  tried  m  provided  foe  ^'  the  Act,  12th  Victoria,  chapter  81. 

And  be  It  further  enacted,  that  any^' parties  so  trespassing,  contrary  to  tho 
frovisions  of  this  by-law,  shall,  upon  conviciion  of  such  offence,  forfeit  and  pay  a 
sum  of  not  less  than  one  pc:  :  !,  or  more  t%n'fh'e.
